To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District 
Council . 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly 
from  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any 
special  comment. 

Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance. 

Problems  connected  with  environmental  hygiene  remain  the 
Council's  major  concern  although  progress  has  been  made  in 
providing  proper  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities. 

The  proposed  water  supply  scheme  to  serve  the  upper  dale  is 
still  under  consideration  by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales 
Water  Board.  Supplies  have  been  adequate  luring  the  past  year, 
but  the  quality  has  been  very  variable.  Without  an  adequate 
clean  water  supply  further  progress  is  limited. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Villages  of  Askrigg,  Thoralby 
and  West  Burton  had  been  sewered  and  the  disposal  works 
completed,  some  properties  remain  to  be  connected. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

In  the  Spring  the  Council  engaged  two  additional  workmen 
and  the  collection  of  refuse  became  the  full-time  concern  of 
these  two  men.  Refuse  is  now  collected  at  7 hay  intervals  from 
the  rear  of  premises  over  the  greater  part  of  this  district. 

The  problem  of  tips,  lack  of  tipping  space  and  inaccessibility, 
continues  to  be  one  of  our  major  problems.

44  samples  of  water  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  24  were  reported  satisfactory.  No  samples 
were  submitted  for  chemical  examination.

The  Water  Board  continued  to  chlorinate  the  larger  water 
supplies  by  drip  feeds  set  up  in  the  service  reservoirs,  this 
has  resulted  in  a considerable  improvement  in  the  bacteriological 
standard,  and  although  almost  half  the  samples  examined  showed 
contamination  not  so  many  as  previously  showed  gross  faecal 
pollution. 


Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board 


No  major  shortages  of  water  occured  during  the  year. 

No  start  was  made  on  the  Possdale  scheme  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  it  seems  unlikely  that  a start  will  be  made  until 
1968.  I first  took  part  in  investigations  into  the  feasability 
of  this  scheme  thirteen  years  ago! 

The  quality  of  the  water  remains  the  same.

The  diseases  affecting  bovines  shown  in  the  first  part  of 
the  table  were  parasitic  in  origin  and  involved  the  liver  only , 
th&  rest  of  the  carcase  being  un-aff ected. 

The  case  of  tuberculosis  shown  in  the  second  part  of  the  table 
consisted  of  clinical  lesions  in  the  bronchial  lymphatic  glands  of 
a bullock  and  were  reported  as  negative  afeer  biological  examination 

The  two  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  shown  in  the  last  part  of 
the  table  consisted  of  isolated  and  obviously  degenerated  cysts 
found  in  the  heart  and  cheek  muscles  of  bullocks.

Council  Sewers. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  charges  for  the  reception 
into  their  sewers  of  farm  effluent  and  no  revision  of  the  charge 
was  made. 

The  Thoralby,  West  Burton  and  Askrigg  sewage  disposal  works 
and  sewerage  schemes  were  completer,  during  the  year  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  report  that  all  premises  capable  of  being  connected  to 
the  swwers  within  the  villages  were  connected  and  so  far  as  I am 
aware  there  remains  only  two  house?  in  these  throe  villages  without 
a water  closet. 

The  Council  have  now  decided  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Hawes  and  Gayle  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  has 
never  been  satisfactory  since  it  was  altered  after  the  last  War .

The  Council  offered  5 Discretionary  Grants  amounting  to  £1716 
and  paid  £2209  in  respect  of  completed  works.  14  Standard  Grants 
were  made  and  £2003  paid  in  respect  of  15  Standard  Grants  completed 
during  the  year.  These  figures  are  much  the  same  as  last  year.

This 
decrease  in  the  number  of  unfit  housos  continues  because  of  the 
Improvement  Grants  which  are  available,  and  the  increasing  use  of 
country  cottages  as  weekend  or  second  houses  by  people  from  the 
towns .
